Don’t fret about 
‘miserable’ label 

Sad but true: Chicago has made Forbes’ list of America’s Most 
Miserable Cities for the third year. 

Among 200 U.S. cities with a population of 245,000 or more, our 
10.25 percent sales tax, long commutes and failure to procure the 
Olympic Games landed us at No. 10 on the list of worst cities to live. 
I’m guessing our violent crime, economic woes and conviction of pub- 
lic officials didn’t help either. 

But as a proud Chicagoan, I’m not too perturbed. Lists such as these 
are helpful to very small groups of people: those who are unattached 
enough to move somewhere for reasons such as low sales tax and lack 
of traffic, and those who are detached 
enough to find such lists fulfilling. The 
lists are absolutely no help to those of us 
who are more interested in a city’s cul- 
ture, character or subtleties. 

Our winters may suck, but we tolerate 
them charmingly We take pride in sur- 
viving them, even if we constantly moan 
about having to endure them until June. 

We huddle under heat lamps at train sta- 
tions and then relish our spring. 

Our town is on par with New York and 
Los Angeles in terms of entertainment 
and history but we’re fortunate not to 
share the pressures of their image-conscious spotlights. Art here is not 
largely driven by industry and aspiration, so we retain a kind of authen- 
ticity that my friends call “down to earth.” 

And then there are our not-so-subtle attributes. We happen to have 
some of the best drinking water in the world, thanks to Lake Michigan. 
And how about our wealth of architecture and the roots of soul, jazz and 
blues music preserved in record stores and clubs on the South Side? Then 
there are Lollapalooza, Second City and our beloved baseball teams. 
We’re an island of opportunity in the Midwest, giving an average subur- 
ban teenager the chance to hop on a train and change his or her life. 

A few years ago when I moved to the city I rented a studio in a gov- 
ernment-subsidized building. On a small salary I could walk to the lake, 
grab Swedish pancakes for brunch and Ethiopian food for dinner, take 
the bus downtown in 35 minutes, play kickball in Logan Square in 
40 minutes and have my choice of free papers to read on the journey 

It’s just strange to call Chicago miserable. 

So agrees this former Chicagoan who commented online on the list: 
“{Chicago’s} humidity in the summer was so bad that the moment I 
toweled off after a shower was the only 90 seconds I spent dry for the 
rest of the day,” he said. ‘And yes, winter lasts until June. But still, hell

The air travel forecast over the next 20 years? Not so bright. Passengers on U.S. airlines will pay rela- 
tively small increases in airfares, but they should expect more flights crowding the nation’s busiest 
airports, including O’Hare, the Federal Aviation Administration said Tuesday 
Those are a few snapshots of life at 38,000 feet in the years to come, or at least as far as the FAA 
can guess based on economic indicators and airline industry trends. It all can change, without 
warning, like clear-air turbulence. And all bets are off in the event of a terrorist attack, a pandemic 
disease or various other mayhem, officials said. Here’s a look at the 20 things you need to know 
about the state of plane travel.

□ The govern- 
ment’s revised 
aviation forecast, 
released Tuesday at a 
conference in 
Washington, D.C., 
backs away from a 
prediction made five 
years ago-before the 
recession-that more 
than1 billion passen- 
gers a year will travel 
by air in 2015. 


B Sorry, the small 
regional jets 
that are so unpopular 
among a significant 
segment of passen- 
gers are here to stay, 
although the commut- 
er airlines will begin 
retiring their 50-seat 
jets in favor of some- 
what larger aircraft. 

□ The FAA now 
says it will take 


until 2023 to hit the 
1 billion mark, indicat- 
ing modest annual 
growth from the 
704 million passen- 
gers carried in 2009 
by U.S. airlines, on 
both domestic and 
international flights. 

Total passen- 
gers will rise to 
1.21 billion by 2030, the 
agency said. 


□ Flight volumes 
will then grow at 
an average annual 
rate of 1.5 percent by 
2030, the FAA said. 

□ Passenger vol- 
umes also will 
track a narrow climb, 
forecast at only a 
0.5 percent increase 
this year, then growing 
an average of 2.5 per- 
cent a year through 
2030, the FAA said. 


0 The domestic 
yield that airlines 
make, which is based 
on revenue passenger 
miles, is projected to 
be 30 percent lower on 
average in 2030 than it 
was in 2009, she said. 

0 While most pas- 
sengers will con- 
tinue to fly on the big, 
mainline airlines, that 
segment of the indus- 
try will grow the slow- 
est over the forecast 
period, officials said. 


□ Don’t expect 
improvements 
to air travel anytime 
soon. “There is no 
rapid recovery in 
demand predicted, no 
snapback,” said Nan 
Shellabarger, director 
of aviation policy and 
plans at the FAA. 

Coming off 
2009, when U.S. 
airlines lost $8.1 billion, 
the total number of 
commercial flights is 
forecast to decrease 
2.7 percent this year, 
the FAA said. 


The modest 
increases will 
“force the industry to 
be more judicious in 
adding [flight] capaci- 
ty than what we have 
seen in the past,” 
Shellabarger said. 

Jetliners, which 
are nearly full 
on most flights today 
as the carriers try to 
prop up airfares, will 
stay that way, leveling 
out at 82 percent of all 
seats occupied on 
flights over the next 
20 years, the FAA said. 







The upside for consumers is that competition 
among the airlines, particularly pressure 
supplied by low-cost carriers such as Southwest 
Airlines, will “keep prices in check,” Shellabarger said, 
adding that new discount airlines are expected to 
emerge to provide “fare discipline.”

flights

Midway ranked dead last in January for on-time 
departures among the nation’s 29 busiest airports, 
the U.S. Department of Transportation reported 
Tuesday 

Only 69 percent of flights departing Midway 
left on time during the month, which was marked 
by several snowstorms. The low performance 
rating occurred despite decisions by Southwest 
Airlines, the carrier with the most flights at the 
airport, to cancel hundreds of flights on the eve 
of bad weather. 

O’Hare was far down the list as well, plac- 
ing 26th out of 29 with an on-time departure 
rate of 74 percent, the department’s Bureau of 
Transportation Statistics said. 

Seattle-Tacoma International Airport per- 
formed the best in January, with 89 percent of 
departing flights and 86 percent of arriving flights 
operating on schedule. 

Seventy-eight percent of arrivals at Midway 
were on time during the month, earning the 
Southwest Side airport a 19th place ranking. 

O’Hare arrivals were 76 percent on time, put- 
ting the airport in 23rd place. 

Chicago officials had predicted that O’Hare ’s 
performance would improve after the opening of 
a new runway in late 2008. The new north runway 
was intended to reduce delays in bad weather. 


Twenty-nine 
large hub air- 
ports, including 
O’Hare and Midway, 
are projected to 
handle the bulk of 
the increased 
flights, growing at 
an average of 3 per- 
cent a year in land- 
ings and takeoffs 
through 2030, the 
FAA said. It means 
that to prevent avia- 
tion gridlock, the 
FAA must complete 
its ambitious trans- 
formation of the 
nation’s air-traffic 
system, dubbed 
NextGen, to a satel- 
lite-based system 
that replaces the 
current ground- 
based radar. 




If the slower overall growth for U.S. air travel is sustained, it could help buy time for Chicago’s 
MiJ controversial O’Hare expansion. The $15 billion airfield project is approaching a crossroad, as 
the major airlines serving O’Hare still refuse to help finance the all-important completion phase, 
which includes planned runways expected to provide added flight capacity to keep the airport 
competitive for at least several decades, city aviation officials say. 


E n Mayor Daley 
J said he 
believes the entire 
O’Hare project still 
can be completed 
by 2014, with or 
without airline help. 
But the mayor’s avi- 
ation commissioner, 
Rosemarie 
Andolino, has 
declined to say even 
when the next 
planned runway will 
open.

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Quinn’s 2011 
budget plan 
means hard 
choices

SPRINGFIELD Goy. Quinn on Tuesday unveiled a 
caustic budget plan that would borrow billions 
of dollars to stay afloat and push even more 
debt down the road, hoping to persuade leery 
lawmakers they should instead raise taxes in an 
election year. 

Quinn aides warned the plan for the 2011 fls- 
cal year would cost about 13,000 teachers and 
staff their jobs, cut off poor seniors from help in 
paying for costly prescriptions and shut down 
some health-care programs for the indigent. But 
even after $2 billion in cuts, the state would still 
be $ii billion in the hole. 

The administration’s warnings served as 
the precursor for the Democratic governor’s 
Wednesday budget address before a joint ses- 
sion of lawmakers who want to wrap up their 
business in two months so they can focus on 
their re-election. 

Quinn is expected to restate the unsuccessful 
call he made last year for higher taxes. But the 
political dynamics for a tax increase have only 
grown worse as the election-seeking governor 
confronts campaigning legislators who fear a 
voter backlash in the Nov 2 general election. 

“He’s not included a tax increase in this bud- 
get, and that’s a conversation that has to hap- 
pen,” Jerry Stermer, Quinn’s chief of staff, said 
of the governor’s plan. “The General Assembly 
has not acted on a tax increase and have given 
signals they don’t want to act on a tax increase.” 

Quinn’s gambit, to propose cuts in education 
and social services, represents the latest step in 
the increasing divergence between the state’s 
very real deteriorating fiscal situation and the 
rhetoric of politicians who believe the public 
doesn’t want or trust Springfield to get any 
more money from their wallets.

The world’s most popular Internet search 
engine is getting more bicycle-friendly 

Google on Wednesday will unveil a new 
service offering bicycling directions on its 
Google Maps Web feature. 

Hard-core and recreational cyclists in 
Chicago and 149 other U.S. cities will be the 
first to try the Web-based technology to plan 
trips or explore biking trails and routes in 
their communities, Google officials said. 

Several online bike- trip sites already exist. 
But bicycling advocates hope Google’s 
entrance in the market benefits not only indi- 
vidual riders but Chicago’s transit system as 
a whole, by making it easier for non- or infre- 
quent cyclists to access such a service or even 
happen upon it while Web searching, thereby 
promoting more bicycling. 

The Web address is maps.google.com/blklng. 

After typing in start and end points and 
selecting “Bicycling” on the drop-down 
menu, a user will be provided with itinerar- 


ies and estimated travel times, although trip 
times undoubtedly will vary depending on 
the pedaling-power of the individual. 

But to allow for such variations, the step- 
by-step biking directions factor in the length 
of the trip, changes in elevation and even 
fatigue, Google officials said. 

Until now, Google Maps was limited to 
helping drivers and mass-transit users navi- 
gate. The new trip-planning software for 
cyclists will be especially useful in Chicago, 
which has more than 200 miles of bikeways, 
including dedicated on-street bike lanes and 
marked shared lanes. 

“This is the next move in what we think 
mapmaking should be,” said Jim Lecinski, 
managing director for Google in the U.S. and 
former head of Google’s operations in Chicago 
and the Midwest. “Streets are not just for cars.” 

Currently, Chicago closes Lake Shore 
Drive to vehicles one day a year so cyclists 
can own the road for a few hours, and the city 
devotes an entire month to promote and cel- 


ebrate bicycling. Could Google’s new venture 
mean that more commuters may soon start 
wearing nylon Spandex shorts while traveling 
to work? 

Bicycling advocates think so. While 
Google isn’t the first company to offer online 
trip planning for alternative forms of trans- 
portation, including walking, it is the largest. 

Avid bicyclist Kevin Conway said he is 
eager to give Google a spin to see whether 
it’s better than its competitors. Conway has 
a couple of bike-trip planning sites book- 
marked on his computer, but he doesn’t find 
them particularly useful. 

“There are a couple of bad ones out there,” 
said Conway, 50, an attorney who hiked 
to work downtown from his home in the 
Wicker Park neighborhood 230 days last year, 
and who hasn’t missed a day so far this year. 

‘A lot of the sites are less sophisticated 
about choosing more bike-friendly routes 
versus the shortest distance between two 
points,” he said. 
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Teen dies after 
apparent hit-run 

Shayla Raymond’s grandfather shook his 
clenched fist Tuesday as he wondered aloud if 
his oldest granddaughter still would be alive if 
she had just called him over the weekend. 

The 15-year-old Bowen High School fresh- 
man, described by relatives as energetic and 
independent, was on her way home Saturday 
night when she was fatally hit by as many as 
three vehicles, her family said. 

“If she told me, I could have found a way 
to pick her up,” the grandfather, Elmore 
Fernandez, 65, said as he wiped tears from his 
face. 

Chicago police said Raymond was struck by 
a driver who was driving under the influence of 
alcohol. She was then thrown into the path of 
a second vehicle and hit again, police believe. 
Detectives are still following up on whether a 
third car was involved. 

Raymond had just stepped onto East 87th 
Street near King Drive at about 11:15 p.m. 
Saturday when the collision occurred, authori- 
ties said. She died Monday morning at Advocate 
Hope Children’s Hospital in Oak Lawn. 

The Cook County medical examiner’s office 
ruled her death an accident after an autopsy on 
Tuesday found she died of multiple injuries.

A vastly more inspired second-half effort made the 
Blue Demons’ first-round Big East tournament game 
against South Florida at Madison Square Garden inter- 
esting, but it couldn’t compensate for a miserable first 
20 minutes. 

So a 58-49 defeat ended another season of misery for 
the Demons, who now begin the process of searching 
for a new head coach and an identity 

“We just have to get better individually, and the rest 
will play out from there,” guard Jeremiah Kelly said. 
“We don’t make decisions on coaches. Our job is just 
to play basketball. 

“Each person should hold their own self account- 
able, and when it’s time to meet up back in September, 
we should be ready” 

Trailing by as many as 19 in the first half, DePaul 
stormed back and cut South Florida’s lead to five on 
a Jeremiah Kelly 3-pointer with 12 and a half minutes 
left. But within three minutes. South Florida bumped 
its lead back to 13. 

A flurry of 3-pointers from Will Walker (20 
points) brought DePaul within single digits 
late, but a dunk from the Bulls’ Dominique 
Jones with 53.3 seconds left sealed it. 


Wildcats no NIT lock 

A few weeks after flirting with the 
NCAA tournament bubble, the Wildcats 
might need to win their first-round game 
in the Big Ten tournament to nail down 
an NIT bid. Or a victory over Indiana on 
Thursday might not even be enough. 

“They’re certainly on the NIT radar,”

small-conference teams make the 
NCAA tournament field, pushing 
bubble teams to the 32-team NIT.

Local soul outfit The Right Now 
doubles In size for its ‘epic’ 
album release concert

Anyone heading to the Right Now’s album release concert at 
Lincoln Hall next week is going to see a big show A really big 
show 

That’s because a string section and a gospel choir will join the 
seven-piece soul band, fronted by huge-voiced singer Stefanie 
Berecz. She expects about 15-16 people on stage for a show that’s 
going to be “pretty, pretty epic.” The band plays behind “Carry 
Me Home,” its just-released full-length debut that crackles with 
old-school soul flavor with the clear intent of starting a modern 
party It’s sweet, and it’s fun. 

From her job working in nursing at Illinois Masonic Hospital, 
Berecz, 25, of Cragin, talked about a personal rivalry with Joss 
Stone and the highs and lows of touring with six dudes (if you’re 
counting, the guy on the far right of the photo is no longer in 
the band). 

Some people, myself included, have compared you to Joss Stone. 
Have you gotten in touch with her to say that her services won’t 
be needed anymore? 

{Laughs] Teah, you know, I totally hit her up and told her to 
move aside for a sec. 

What did she say? 

{Laughs} She took off her shoes and she threw ’em at me. That’s 
why she doesn’t wear shoes on stage. 

You brought it up in person? 

Oh yeah, you gotta get it face-to-face. No, I totally dig Joss 
Stone. She’s pretty cool. I think there’s enough room for the 
both of us though. What is she, British? See, I’ll rock it here in 
the U.S. and she’s got her side. 


But only one per country. 

Yeah, only one per country totally I’ll represent us. 

What happens if another American comes along? 

Then I’ll throw my shoes at them. 

Why are shoes the answer to all problems? 

{Laughs} A good shoe can go a long way Stilettos, Matt. Stilettos. 

I got that in a fortune cookie once: “A good shoe can go a 
long way.” 

That’s a pretty good one. I had one the other day and I wish 
I could remember it, but it was the lamest fortune. It wasn’t even 
a fortune. That’s not really even a fortune, what you just said. 

What do you do to warm up your voice? 

I have just a couple routines that I go through. It’s kind of crazy; 
some of the warm-ups that you do, it’s like the more horrible you 
sound the better warming up you’re doing. It’s kind of weird, 
but it’s just kind of how vocalizing goes. Some of the sounds you 
make and how you have to make ’em and pronounce your vowels 
while you vocalize is a lot different than how you actually really 
will sing. And it kind of sounds funny The boys make fun of me 
all the time. 


So if someone thinks there’s a rhino growling backstage ... 

That’s me warming up. Yeah, totally That’s absolutely me. With 
preserving your voice, it’s been a whole learning process playing 
with six or seven other guys at a time and now playing with 
15 people at Lincoln Hall. 

What’s the best and worst thing about touring with six dudes? 

The best thing probably is I’m usually the one who always gets 
to shower first. 

’Cause you take the longest? 

Yeah. And I’m just a girl and I guess they feel like, ‘Ah, let her 
get the shower first before all these dudes go in there.” And the 
worst thing? ... They’re so much fun and I don’t want to be to 
mean to them. 

Then what’s a moment when you’ve been conscious that ... 

That it’s all dudes? Probably when they fart in their sleep. When 
you get harmonies at night with farts, that’s pretty intense. 

How often do you sing along with those to start the songwriting 
process? 

{Laughs} They have inspired me a couple times to get up at 2 or 3 
in the morning and just dig into our next cut for sure.

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Free Energy 

Mil “Stuck on Nothing” 

(DFA Records/Astralwerks) 

I hate winter. I love summer. And I love Free Energy’s full-length debut 
record, the most awesome blast of sunny, ’70s-leaning guitar rock I’ve 
heard in a long time. As far as I’m concerned, if “Stuck on Nothing’’ is 
playing, the windows are down, baseball is in full swing and barbecues 
are filling neighborhood noses and stomachs. Some have compared Free Energy to Thin Lizzy 
and T. Rex, and there’s certainly some of that edge in “Bad Stuff.’’ Yet most of the record, which 
was produced by LCD Soundsystem’s James Murphy, is less fuzzy. These are just crazy-fun 
songs about living for the moment, by a band that moved from St. Paul, Minn., to Philadelphia 
but sounds more like guys who escaped boredom and responsibility with the help of groovin’ 
bass lines, well-placed horns and natural light. If you don’t “nah nah nah nah’’ along with 
“Dream City,’’ you need to re-examine your definition of a good time.

(Fat Cat) 


Frightened Rabbit’s third 
studio album delivers more impeccably crafted 
rock-pop while sounding more epic than ever 
before. This towering live band officially has the 
songs and the sound to play stadiums and, boy, 
do they deserve it more than Coldplay or Kings 
of Leon. On “The Winter of Mixed Drinks,” singer 
Scott Hutchison acknowledges the existence of 
happiness arguably more than the band’s previous 
disc, the excellent breakup record “The Midnight 
Organ Fight.” It’s impossible not to get swept away 
by the upbeat stomp of “Nothing Like You” and 
“Living in Colour,” though that certainly isn’t to 
say “Mixed Drinks” is a cheerful album. This is a 
group that often deals in sad, lonely imagery of 
graves, drowning and busted body parts. Again, 
this great Scottish band wastes a track with a less- 
than-three-minute non-song. This time it’s “Man/Bag of Sand,” which is just a refrain of “Swim 
Until You Can’t See Land.” That said, bittersweet honesty doesn’t get much more anthemic and 
exhilarating.

Sophocles meets 
smartphones 
in this new 
take on 
Greek 
theater

Greek theater is power- 
ful stuff The mere men- 
tion of it can resurrect high 
school-era anxiety over ancient 
spellings and tangled storylines. But texting and 
updating a Facebook status? Those are things 
we know lots about. Tim Speicher (below), the 
25-year-old artistic director 
of the fledgling State Theatre 
company, knows a lot about 
both worlds, which propelled 
him to create the company’s 
first original production, 
‘^jaxAntigone,” with a social 
media bent. The show, cre- 
ated with State’s executive 
director Ross Matsuda, com- 
bines two of Sophocles’ early 
tragedies, ‘^A.jax” and ‘Antigone,” into one dark 
story of war and trauma. And Speicher wants you 
to Tweet about it. 

Speicher calls the production “raw” due to its 
limited budget and resources, but the cash-flow 
obstacle sparked something else: a nod to social 
media. The company has streamed rehearsals on 
its Web site and plans to offer virtual audiences the 
whole show on opening night, Thursday For those 
who prefer the audience-in-the-flesh formula, bring 
your cell phone so you can text, snap photos and 
update your status during Thursday’s performance. 
We called him up to ask more about the project. 


Why did you settle on these two tragedies 
by Sophocles? 

The two plays share a central theme: Do we honor 
the dead? We’re talking about disgraced soldiers 
or public figures. It was very interesting to me that 
Sophocles’ first two plays {that we have] centered 
around this idea. I guess that’s the philosophy 
major in me coming out. 

Will you use social media for future shows? 

We will absolutely continue to do it. We need 
to be able to make our work accessible to a large 


number of people. If somebody sees the show for 
free {when we live broadcast it], and then tells five 
other people, and two of those people purchase 
tickets, then we’ve just doubled our audience. 

Is opening night the only time you’ll stream the 
play and encourage audience interaction? 

We’re going to see how it goes. Assuming every- 
thing goes well, we’ll either encourage people to 
do it throughout the rest of the run, or we’ll hold 
another event similar to {opening night]. If people 
do update Facebook or Tweet about the show, 
we’re going to give them free booze for our recep- 
tion that we’re having afterwards. 

How do the themes differ in the original plays? 

In ‘Antigone,” it’s a debate between the bonds of 
family versus the bonds of the state. In ‘Ajax,” it’s 
more of a story of forgiveness. 

Did you seek out these themes specifically? 

I really wanted to do Greek theater. As somebody 
who was a philosophy major, I was interested in 
the debate. The other big factor was paying for 
rights. It’s hard for a young company to shell out 
$75 a performance to do somebody else’s work. 

So you studied philosophy and theater at Indiana 
University? 

I was one class away from getting a philosophy 
major with a concentration in ethics, but I decid- 
ed to direct a play for my senior thesis and get the 
theater major instead. 

And philosophy plays a big role in your approach 


to this show. 

Only philosophy majors would’ve been interested 
in the first draft of the play, which was essentially 
a debate on the senate floor. I had to work hard to 
bring in more theatrical elements. 

Such as? 

I use a lot of sound design that the actors make 
themselves. A big portion of the show is done in 
shadow {poor man’s projections}. The last element 
is the choreography, which was done by my friend. 
Mho Mtshali, who I met doing a project in South 
Africa. 

Your company is called State Theatre. So what is 
the state of theater in Chicago? 

Chicago is an amazing theater city From the small 
companies, like ours, all the way up to the big play- 
ers. We’re trying to do the most ambitious, risky 
work that we can, something that a larger, more 
established company might not be able to justify 
to their subscriber base. 

Where did you grow up? 

I grew up in Bourbon, Ind., which is a town of 
1,600 people. I lived on a buffalo farm. 

Did you keep any as pets? 

No, they’re wild, and they’ll kill you if you get in 
there with them and upset them.
